Clery crime report released 


Drinking, drugs, burglary, vehicle 
theft cited as campus problems

Underage drinking, drugs, 
burglary and motor vehicle 
theft continue to be the biggest 
law enforcement problems 
confronting Sacramento State 
police and administrators, ac- 
cording to a federally mandat- 
ed report released last month. 

Meanwhile, Gov. Gray 
Davis signed legislation to 
strengthen campus crime re- 
porting through random audits 
of institutional figures. 

Statistics in the Sac State’s 
Clery Report indicate that the 
university last year handled 206 
disciplinary cases involving stu- 

__dent violations ef campus alco- 


hol or drug policies, Spread out 
over the year, that’s an average of 


one incident per school day. 
‘You have to understand 
what you’re seeing when you 


see these numbers,” said uni- 
versity Police Chief Ken Bar- 
nett. “If a (residence hall adviser) 
sees five underage students in a’ 
room with one can of beer, 
maybe only one person was 
drinking, but the RA would re- 
port it as five incidents.” 

Such are the ambiguities of 
reporting crime and legal vio- 
lations culled from more than a 
dozen law enforcement agen- 
cies, staff and faculty who con- 
tact students. 

For example, if students at- 
tend a Sac State class at a down- 
town building, Clery requires the 
university to add that facility’s 
crime stats to its own. 

Moreover, in previous years 
some sexual assaults, — which . 
are reported without disclos-\,. 
ing a victim’s identity — were 
double-reported to police from, 
say, the campus Health Cen-

Sacramento State’s student 
OneCard fee increased from $5 last 
spring to $9 this fall. 

According to Ronald Grant, di- 
rector of support services, the cost 
of the software license used in cre- 
ating the card increased, raising the 
cost of purchasing the OneCard. 
The software license cost is a pay- 
ment that must be made every year. 

“The software license went from 
$18,000 last year to $35,000 this 
year, ’ Grant said. “And next year it 
will be $50,000.” 

Grant said the motion to increase 
the OneCard fee was approved in

proposal is first sent to the Student 
Fee Advisory Committee for re- 


view and then on to University 
President Donald Gerth.

Security On Campus, Inc. 
issued the award to the CSU 
for a training video the Chan- 
cellor’s office produced show- 
ing college administrators and 


to comply with the so-called 
Clery Act. 

‘Security On Cangas, Inc. 
recognizes the brave efforts of 
the CSU in addressing head- 
on the alcohol problems preva- 
lent on not only their campus- 
es, but also on campuses across 
the nation,” said a statement 
from Howard and Connie 
Clery. “Secondly, CSU took it 
upon itself to produce a training 
video on how to comply with 
the Clery Act: We congratulate 
them.”

The predecessor, which resided 
on ASI’s website, was shut downe 
in February 2001 when an uniden- 
tified professor was humiliated 
with defamatory remarks. 

ASI Post Baccalaureate Direc- 
tor Mohamed Hamada has been 
adamant about the return of AS- © 
PECT, and has implemented meas- 
ures to ensure professors are pro- 
tected. | 

“This program is essential be- 
cause it allows student input to be 
heard,’ said Mohamed. “The sys- 
tem will be more secure because 
we have sought legal counsel that 
advised us to provide better in-

School cuts 
enrollment 
for spring

Rising demand and shrinking 
dollars caused Sacramento State 
administrators to halt registration 
dates for yet another semester. 

Spring 2003 registration end- 
ed on Sept. 25, turning away any 
transfer or freshman students who 
did not register within the allotted 
time. Fall 2003 priority filing dates 
are currently underway until Nov. 
30, 2002. 

‘The priority is to ensure that 
enrolling and current students are 
able to access the courses they 
need to graduate in a timely fash- 
ion,”’ said the Director of Outreach 
and Admissions Office Emiliano 
Diaz. 

The central question for ad- 
missions is to determine the max- 
imum number of students Sac 
State can accommodate, consid- 
ering the capacity of the campus. 

Sac State saw a 10 percent in- 
crease in student population over 
the last two years. 

According to Diaz, the student 
population is approximately 
28,500 and is not likely to de- 
crease.

ASPECT: From Page A1 
structions and to add a disclaimer.” 


Some security ideas proposed _ : 


included a board monitor and a 


sign-in feature that would ensure - 


only Sac State students could post 
to it. 

Sacramento lawyer, William F. 
Wright, advised ASI to disregard 
both of those ideas, because it de- 
feats the purpose of the board. 

“If you monitor the board, it 
turns into an ASI website as op- 
posed to students,” said Wright. “Tt 
would be impossible to set guide- 
lines for content control without 
giving the monitor the right of cen- 
sorship. Sign-in features are risky 
because tracking students would, 
again, introduce content control, 
and if the student opinions are not 
anonymous, they will be less 
frank.” 

When posting evaluations on 
the site, students must agree that 
they will not post slanderous, ob- 
scene or threatening messages, and 
all postings must relate to a profes- 
sors performance.

The construction of the message 
board is going to be executed by 
students interested in a senior proj- 
ect topic. 

“The board should be up and 
running in a temporary format by 
next semester,’ said Hamada. ‘The 
permanent site will be ready by fall 
of 2003.” 

The cost associated with the cre- 
ation and maintenance of ASPECT 
shall be included within the main 
ASI Web site budget starting with 
the 2003-2004 fiscal year, said 
Hamada. 

Students are supportive of the 
eventual return of the board, as it 
can increase awareness of profes- 
sor’s teaching styles and enhance 
compatibility. 


Sac State junior, Mark Men- 
doza, wishes the board had been a 
mainstay when he transferred last 
fall. 

“Tt is an excellent idea because 
you can plan your schedule based 
on teachers you find interesting,” 
said Mendoza. 

Sac State professor Steve Jenk- 
ins has a conflicting opinion, stat- 
ing the board will turn teachers into 
victims of faceless critics. 

“T have a problem with anony- 
mous accusations and criticism that 
rates professors like a movie re- 
view,” Jenkins said. “An anony- 
mous board acts like written gossip 
when (message board) posters are 
not held responsible for their 
words.” 

Jenkins is adamant in his support 
of a board monitor to filter out false 
accusations that could ensue. 

He is a proponent of the old- 
fashioned approach of two-way 
communication, where students can 
submit their concerns directly

ter and the Women’s Resource Cen- 
ter. Campus administrators are 
working to coordinate reports and 
eliminate duplications. 

Unlike the arrest and conviction 
numbers that all police report to the 
FBI, Clery stats include reported 
incidents from non-law enforce- 
ment agencies, making them diffi- 
cult to collate. Still, Barnett said, 
the Clery report is valuable. 

“Tt’s hard to get a finger on some 
of these figures, but the key is the in- 
tent of the law,” Barnett said. “It’s 
there to give people some mecha- 
nism to decide, “Should I send my 
child to this school?’ If you have two 
schools, one with 15 homicides and 
one with none, it'll probably influ- 
ence which one you decide to attend.” 

Last year, the campus had 65 
motor vehicle thefts, a drop off of 
nine from 2000. The number of 
forcible sex offenses dropped from 
five to four. Aggravated assaults 
fell from 13 to seven, according to 
the report. The number of burglaries 
jumped from 72 to 94. 

Liquor law violations showed 
the largest gain. In’ 2000, Universi- 
ty officials reported 124 cases of 


alcohol rule-breaking. Last year that ‘ 


number leapt to 183 incidents, a 
47.6 percent increase, but still below 
the 208 cases reported in 1999, the 
data show. 

Barnett, who has been on campus 
since 1976, chooses his words carefully 
when asked if Sac State is safe.

“T think things are good,” he said. 
“But anything that can happen any- 
where else can happen here. We need 
people to stay alert and call us if they 
see anything suspicious.” 

Public college and university 
police nationwide release crime sta- 
tistics to comply with the Jeanne 
Clery Disclosure Act, the federal 
law named after freshman student 
who was raped and murdered in 
her Lehigh College dormitory in 
1986. Many have come under crit- 
icism from advocacy groups who 
claim that schools routinely fail to 
accurately report criminal statistics 
for fear of creating panic or tar- 
nishing their school’s image. 

Local law enforcement is espe- 
cially sensitive to those charges. 

Two years ago, the Sacramento 
Bee alleged that the University of 
California, Davis underreported 
their Clery numbers. The report 
drew sharp denials from the uni- 
versity, which claimed that the Bee’s 
story reported facts out of context 
and omitted pertinent information. 

A subsequent audit by a UC task 
force concluded that Davis officials 


had not tried to hide crime but did 
misunderstand the law, overstating 
some crime numbers while failing 
to report others, such as those that 
occurred at off-campus facilities. 
Several other schools were also 


found out of compliance for similar — 


reasons. 


That spurred Assemblywoman | 


Judy Chu (D-Monterey Park) to in- 
troduce the Califomia Campus Crime 
Audit bill earlier this year. Signed into 
law by Davis last month to take effect 
in 2004, it authorizes the state auditor 
to randomly select at léast six col- 
leges or universities every three years 
to verify the crime statistics they re- 
port. 

Campus safety activists hailed 
the law as a step toward keeping 
schools honest. | 

“Schools underreport to protect 
their image,” said Daniel Carter, 
president of Security on Campus, 
Inc., a nonprofit monitoring group. 
“They don’t want the bad publicity 
and the don’t want to go to the trou- 
ble to correctly evaluate all of their 
information.” 

Sophomore Jayneane Hutchinson 
said that she doesn’t think most stu- 
dents worry about campus crime 
much. 

“We’re a commuter school, so 
coming here is kind of like going to 
the mall. I usually don’t worry about 
crime at the mall because I don’t 
live there,” she said. “At least until 
the first time my car gets broken into 
or someone grabs my purse.”

The training video developed 
by the CSU is available to univer- 
sities across the country to clarify 
what is required. under disclosure 
laws that have'evolved in both their 
scope and complexity since 1991.

officials. 

CSU’s alcohol policy gained na- 
tional attention when the Board of 
Trustees adopted it in July 2001. 

Reacting to a series of alcohol- 
related student deaths from Chico to 
San Diego, the CSU tapped a com- 
mittee of campus administrators, 
students, faculty, staff and alumni to 


review campus alcohol rules and 
make changes. 

In what is believed to be the first 
university system-wide policy in 
the country, the Board mandated 


* that all 23 CSU schools have alco- 


hol advisory councils, ongoing re- 
view of alcohol policies and pro- 
grams, and participate in an annual 
CSU conference. :

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Details about Clery disclosure 


Federal law requires colleges 
and universities to annually report 
their crime statistics, security poli- 
cies and programs for safeguard- 
ing the campus community. Some 
details about the law, the Jeanne 
Clery Disclosure of Campus Secu- 
rity Policy and Statistics Act: 

* Howard and Connie Clery be- 
came national advocates after their 
daughter, J eanne, was murdered at 
Lehigh University in 1986. Con- 
gress enacted the law in 1990 as 
the Campus Security Act and re- 
vised it in 1998. 

*-Each school must disclose 
crime statistics for the campus, pub- 
lic areas immediately adjacent to 
or running through the campus and 
certain non-campus facilities, in- 
cluding fraternity and sorority hous- 
ing and remote classrooms. Cam- 
pus police or security, local law 
enforcement and other school offi- 


cials who have "significant re- 
sponsibility for student and cam- 
pus activities" must all report crime 
statistics. Professional mental health 
and religious counselors are exempt 
from reporting, but they may re- 
port to a confidential system. 

*Schools must report crimes in 
nine major categories: homicide, 
manslaughter, forcible and non- 
forcible sex offenses, robbery, ag- 
gravated assault, burglary, motor 
vehicle theft and arson. 

*Crimes motivated by a victim’s 
race, gender, religion, sexual ori- 
entation, ethnicity or disability must 
also be categorized as “hate 
crimes.” 

* Authorities must disclose 
liquor violations, drug violations 
and illegal weapons possession that 
result in arrest or discipline. 

* Statistics must be categorized 
geographically-as "on campus," 


"residential facilities for students 
on campus," non-campus buildings 
or "on public property" such as 
streets and sidewalks. 

* Schools with police or securi- 
ty departments must within two 
business days record in a public 
crime log any crime that occurs 
within their jurisdiction or is re- 
ported to.them, along with the "na- 
ture, date, time, and general location 
of each crime" as well as its dispo- 
sition, if known.

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University President Donald 
Gerth made the decision for the 
admissions closures with student 
access to campus facilities in mind, 
Diaz said. 

Diaz said up until that point, 
there has never been a need to cur- 
tail the registration due to over- 
population. 

“The decision was driven by 
fiscal constraints of the state,” Diaz 
said. 

The Chancellor’s Office also 
sets registration policy after con- 
sidering available funding to the 
university by the state and esti- 
mated campus population growth. 

Diaz will meet with the direc- 
tors of admissions from other CSU 
campuses this week to discuss how 
their campuses are dealing with 
unprecedented growth. 

Possibilities for handling the 
growth are satellite and Internet 
courses. 

Though few in number, the 
courses can both decrease campus 
congestion and offer a different 
style of learning from classes on 
campus. 

Diaz said that the demand for

may offer solution

these classes is not high, but the 
prospect for their popularity may be 
seen in the future. 

“T could go for some television 
classes. The course selection is so 
slim, but couches beat desks any 
day,” said government major Les 
Karpinski. 

According to Diaz, approxi- 
mately 70 percent of students at 
Sac State come from’either the Los 
Rios Community College system 
or Sacramento-area high schools. 

As city population increases, it 
is likely that the Sac State student 
body will climb. 

In preparation for this possibil- 
ity, in-house and field counselors 
have been alerting local high 
schools and community colleges 
of the importance of on-time reg- 
istration.

The CSU system has dealt 
with Title IX before in 1993, 
when the California National Or- 
ganization for Women filed a suit 
to the Superior Court in San 
Francisco. 

The organization filed the suit 
when it found that the CSU 
schools had.not been imple- 
menting provisions of the law. 

The Cal-Now and the CSU 
filed a 1998 Consent Decree, 
stating that the CSU systems pro- 
vide additional resources for 
women to participate in campus 
intercollegiate athletic programs. 

The decree looks at the equi- 
ty between men and women's 
team including participation, ex- 
penditures and grants in-aid. 

Athletic Director Bill Shu- 
mard said that CSULB has been 
meeting the standards of the 
Consent Decree ever since its 
enactment.

Frustration abounds among 
parents and staff at the Associated 
Students, Inc. Children’s Center, 
after the amount of drop-off park- 
ing spaces decreased during re- 
configurations following the open- 
ing of Parking Structure II. 

The Center originally had a to- 
tal of eight 15-minute parking 
spots specifically set aside for par- 
ents dropping off or picking up 
their children. | 

Parking reconfigurations have 
left the center with five spaces this 
semester. 

Director of the ASI Children’s 
Center, Teri Mahan said-after sev- 
eral parent complaints, she 
brought the concern to University 
Parking and Transportation Ser- 
vices. 

She said that the Center should 
be receiving the three spaces back 
any day now. 

Mahan said that parents com- 
plain that the Center needs more 
than eight total drop-off spaces. 

‘After receiving those spaces, 
we will consider putting in a re- 
quest for even more drop-off 
spaces,” Mahan said. 

She said that parents of the cen- 
ter also complain that students 
without children illegally park in 
the spaces when going to class. 

Graduate student Beth Ruthven 
has had several problems trying 
to drop off and pick up her chil- 
dren, 4 

She said that she often has to 
wait 45 minutes until she finds a 
spot to park near the center. 

“Just giving us three more is 
not nearly enough,” Ruthven said. 

She said that she has filed com- 
plaints with both UTAPS and Fa- 
cilities Management about the lack 
of spaces and the prospect of in-

stating parent parking permits. 

“Parents need to be able to park 
near the Center,’ Ruthven said. “ 
It is too dangerous to be carting 
small children across campus 
where drivers don’t pay attention 
to what they are doing.” 

Another student parent who re- 
quested to remain anonymous for 
this article reported similar frus- 
trations. 

“T have had to park in the hand- 
icap spaces just to pick up my 
kid,” He said. “When you are 
scheduled to pick your kid up at a 
certain time, you can’t be too late.” 

UTAPS Manager Nancy Fox 
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said that she has dealt with upset 
parents as well. 

She said that she filed a Facil- 
ities Management work order sev- 
eral weeks ago to have the spaces 
installed. 

‘We decreased several spaces 
with the construction of Parking 
Structure II,” Fox said. “It was 
not our intention to have one spe- 
cific group feel the entire loss.” 

Fox said that the original plan 
was to add the three spaces be- 
fore any complaints were filed.

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_ Crafty Gerth not all evil | 


A retrospective of the longest serving president 


professor once told me that, 

“Donald Gerth is _ not 

Machiavellian, he’s pure evil.” 

And so goes one analysis of our 
departing President, who will retire after next 
semester. If that name doesn’t ring a bell to stu- 
dent readers, I understand. When I took an 
unscientific study last semester for The State 
Hornet “Campus Quotes,” one student thought 
he was the local hypnotist. Another thought he 
was an Enron executive. Case in point, Sac 
State’s longest serving president is at once the 
most enigmatic, controversial and important 
figure in its modern history, which begs the 
question: Is Sac State the exceptional university 
it is now because or in spite of Gerth? 

Even Gerth’s critics should appreciate the 
fact that he has left the University better than he 
found it, and in fairly tumultuous times consid- 
ering the enrollment booms of the past decade. 
Some of Gerth’s toughest opponents have told 
me over the years that, in spite of his faults, the 
University is in fact better managed than in the 
years before his tenure. 

As aresult, Sac State has added $100 million 
in new buildings and facilities during this time, 
with more in the works. 

The University has also expanded academi- 
cally, often as a direct result of Gerth, who 
established the centers for California Studies 
and Public Policy and helped bring the first 
joint doctorate programs to campus. 

He has consistently, for better or worse, 
stood up for the issues he believes in. For 
instance, in 1995 he kicked out the Reserve 
Officer Training Corps because the Army dis- 
criminated against homosexuals. In 1996, he 
was a vocal opponent of proposition 209, the 
anti-affirmative action initiative, in the face of 
complaints from 209 lobbyists that he was mis- 
using his station as president to send a political 
message. 

In spite of 209’s passing, Gerth made minor- 
ity hiring an issue in 1999 when racial tensions 
were high on campus after a bomb threat was 
directed at African American faculty members. 

When Gerth took over in 1984, faculty rela- 
tions also improved, according to statements by 
Faculty Senate Chair Bob Buckley to The 
Hornet last month. 


“The governance was shaky [before Gerth’s 
administration] and the relationship between the 
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faculty and administration was worse,” Buckley 
said. 

Gerth’s new administration brought a “will- 
ingness to share information, debate issues and 
work together,” he said. This is no small accom- 
plishment, considering Sac State had been a 
revolving door for presidents in the years lead- 
ing up to his tenure in 1984, and faculty rela- 
tions were a major reason 
why. 

But fast-forward to 2002 
and that relationship hasn’t 


Merit Increases (corporate 
model performance-based 
raises focusing—unfairly— 
on teaching, scholarship and 
community service) and ten- 
dency to side with CSU 
Chancellor Charles B. Reed 
on faculty salary issues 
brought protests from the 
local faculty union last year. 
In 1996, a group of profes- 
sors even called for his retire- 
ment, citing lack of presence on campus and his 
rejection of 137 of 170 Faculty Merit Increase 
recommendations at one point. 

This was a prelude to a series of whopping 
salary increases for Gerth and other administra-

tors while faculty pay remained largely stag- - 


nant. 

Last year, his relationship with students also 
suffered. His decision to cancel Monday- 
Wednesday day classes (thus making it difficult 
for working students to have Fridays off) with 
minimal student consultation sparked a 
firestorm that included sit down student protests 
in his office. 

‘To be fair, this was done to maximize class- 
room space. 

Also, speaking from a journalist’s perspec- 
tive (and that of a former State Hornet employ- 
ee), I was shocked at his attempts to gain veto 
over the budget of the student funded State 
Hornet last year. 

So is Gerth pure evil? I doubt it. Are his poli- 
cies Machiavellian? Often, but he’s also a key 
reason for the successful expansion of the 
University.

The Sacramento State women’s 
soccer team was pillaged by the 
Portland State University Vikings, 
4-1, Sunday.

FMLA returns to Sacramento State 


Group hopes to bring attention to issues affecting women

Jacqueline Ray, women’s studies 
major and president of the Feminist 
Majority Leadership Alliance (FMLA) 
at Sacramento State, hopes to bring at- 
tention to important issues affecting 
women. 

The FMLA educates others about 
violence and sexual assaults directed 
towards women and the violations of the 
reproductive rights they face. 

"We are a feminist group on cam- 
pus,” Ray said. But “feminism is such a 
loaded word, people think it means 


something it doesn't." 

The FMLA is devoted to helping 
women worldwide overcome problems 
they face every day. For example, the 
national organization of the FMLA helps 
women in Afghanistan by raising mon- 
ey to help them get back on their feet. 

The FMLA was established at Sac 
State a few years ago, when the 
Women’s Resource Center's funding 
was cut, Ray said. When the founding 
members graduated, the group floun- 
dered because its younger members 
weren't experienced enough to run the 
organization. 

But the FMLA was recently revived 


and Ray is determined to raise aware- 
ness for the group. "I just really want to 
get it going before I leave, so it doesn't 
die," she said. "We're trying to rebuild it 
and get people involved." 

Above all, education is key and that 
“the first step is educating others about 
these problems," Ray said. 

She also said that until others know 
about serious problems, like violence 
and sexual assaults against women, they 
aren't going to see the need to fix them. 

"I feel that women's issues are very 
important, and not a lot of people know 
what's going on,” she said. “It's always 
a crucial time for people to be learning

about these things." 

The FMLA started as a national or- 
ganization. Ray gets in touch with the 
national office a few times a week to re- 
ceive updates on women's issues, tips for 
making chapters of the organization 
more successful and information on up- 
coming fundraisers and activities. 

Sac State's chapter of the FMLA fo- 
cuses on its-own projects and activities. 
On Oct. 5 the Sac State FMLA cospon- 
sored a Take Back the Night rally at the 
state capitol. The FMLA even adopted 
an family planning clinic in Sacramen-

First performance a success for symphony

In their first performance of the 
fall semester, the Symphonic Wind 
Ensemble and the Chamber Wind 
Ensemble played their hearts out 
for a small but appreciative crowd 
at Sacramento State.

stage to perform four compositions. 
The musicians enthusiastically 
stomped their feet when Halseth 
joined them on stage. 

Halseth launched the audience 
into Paul Hindemith’s “March” af- 
ter telling the audience the concert 
would have a distinct international 
flavor. The intensity of the German 
piece was thoroughly enjoyed by 


the audience, especially its dramat- 


ic yet raucous ending. 

The second piece was Kenneth 
Hesketh’s “Danceries.”” The Eng- 
lish piece, written just three years 
ago, added a definite modern sound 
to the concert. Melodious, and at 
times mournful, Halseth deftly 
wove highs in and out of the deep- 
er tones, creating a storm-like qual- 
ity. 

The third piece was my per- 
sonal favorite. “Ye Banks and 
Braes O’ Bonnie Doon,” by Percy 
Grainger, is a Scottish piece with a 
folksong -like quality. Halseth said 
the piece tells the story of some- 
one who gives his lover a rose only 
to be left with the thorns. It was 





short but sweet. 

Lastly, the Ensemble played 
“Symphony No. 3,” by Vittorio Gi- 
annini. Halseth originally thought 
this would be a great Italian pick 
but admitted to finding out that the 
composer was actually born in 
Chicago. The piece, punctuated 
with insistent percussion, had a 
whirlwind quality that kept the au- 
diences attention. 

After thanking the audience for 
their support, Halseth said he had- 
n’t been sure how many people 
would attend the concert but was 
happy with the turn out. 

The concert’s lazy Sunday at- 


- mosphere provided a pleasant place 


to sit back and relax, although the 
music proved overwhelming in vol- 
ume for some. I noticed an elder- 
ly woman seated in front who was 
jolted awake when the beating of a 
man-sized drum and horns sud- 
denly sounded. 

I definitely recommend attend- 
ing at least one of the remaining 
Fall Wind Studies events. Even 
those who are not into classical mu- 
sic will be able to appreciate the 
talent involved in performing and 
conducting the music.

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Movie review 
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‘Attraction’ leaves audiences unsatisfied 


Here's the rule of attraction: 
you won't get what you want, so 
get used to masturbation. Such 
is the premise of Roger Avary's 


film, ‘The Rules of Attraction,” — 


adapted from a novel by Bret 
Easton Ellis. 

While it stars James Van Der 
Beek (‘Varsity Blues”’), Shannyn 
Sossamon (“A Knight’s Tale’) 
and Jessica Biel (TV’s ‘7th Heav- 
en”’), denizens of teensploitation 
movies, the film is more like a 
WB show gone terribly wrong. 

The film begins with a visu- 
ally and emotionally stunning in- 
troduction to the three main char- 
acters at an End of the World 
Party on New Year's Eve. Vir- 
ginal Lauren (Sossamon) flips 
through a pictorial on venereal 
disease each party night to dis- 
courage promiscuity. Bisexual 
fatalist Paul (lan Sommerhalder 
of “Life as a House’”’) likes synth 
pop, and Sean (Van Der Beek) 
is a drug dealer with a desirous 
glare who can lie at gunpoint. 

They all have objects of af- 
fection they vainly hope to at- 
tain. Lauren fantasizes about Vic- 
tor, whose photo she Keeps in a 
sparkly girlie frame in her room. 
Paul is in love with the strictly 
heterosexual Sean and frets over 
outfits to wear in his presence. 
Sean lusts after a secret admirer 
and quite literally gets off on the 
scented pure notes she leaves. 

Van Der Beek gives an im- 
petuous and risky performance. 
Despite his darkness, it's hard to 
divorce his character from the 
one he plays on "Dawson's 
Creek." While he tries to detail his 
character with psychotic idio- 
syncrasies, he comes off as little 
more than an evil Dawson. 

Thematically, the film strikes 
a poignant chord, but irrelevant 
vignettes and attempts to "Pulp 
Fiction"-ize the movie confuse 
its tone. The film is at once a sad 
Portraiture of desire and a hedo-.

Zellweger of “Bridget Jones’ Diary” 
and Robin Wright Penn of “Un- 
breakable’), each transition contain- 
ing its own lessons, hardships, and 
dangers, as she struggles to become an 
independent woman. And within that 
struggle, the only constant in her life 
is the powerful influence of her moth- 
er, for better or worse. 

Lohman makes her film debut, 
and as evidenced by her performance, 
is my first 2002 contender for the 
Best Actress Academy Award. 

The depth and versatility she dis- 
plays is astonishing for an actor of 
her age. Her performance would rival 
that of more the seasoned and expe- 
rienced actresses in the industry. The 
effects of seeing her go through 
Astrid’s trials and tribulations will 
stay with you long after the end of 
the movie. This is an actress to keep 
your eye on. 

Pfeiffer leads the all-star support- 
ing cast, surprisingly convincing as an 
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emotionally abusive mother; Ingrid 
will do anything in her power to con- 
trol her daughter’s life even through 
the confines of a prison cell. Pfeiffer 
is amazing at showing how strong 
and manipulating a mother’s influ- 
ence can be. 

I have never been a Renee Zell- 
weger fan; sure, she was cute in “Jer- 
ry Maguire,” but that was about the 
extent of her ability. However, I must 
admit she really won me over in this 
film. Her performance as Clair, the 
sweet second foster mother, is won- 
derful. It is impossible not to love 
her. She is offset by Noah Wyle (TV’s 
ER”) who plays the absentee movie 
production husband. 

This is not a movie to go see if 
you're out for a fun night. This is a 
“take your best friend and a box of tis- 
sue” kind of movie.

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Theater review 

Acting, directing 
help to make 
‘Project’ perfect

"Hate is not a Laramie value," recalls one of Nicole 
Fierstein’s “The Laramie Project” characters. Such a 
message just reinforces the themes in the play and one of 
the founding beliefs of the United States. 

"The Laramie Project" chronicles the 1998 death of 
gay Laramie college student Matthew Shepard and its ef- 
fects on his small town. Shepard was robbed, tortured, 
beaten and left to die, tied to a fence by two men he met 
in a bar. Shepard's murder forced Americans to re-ex- 
amine their beliefs and way of thinking. The citizens of 
Laramie, in particular, were greatly affected. 

In such a small town, a murder such as Shepard's 
strikes a nerve, something play writer Moises Kaufman 
and the members of his Tectonic Theater Project realized 
when they traveled to the town four weeks after Shepard's 
murder. Through interviews with over 200 Laramie res- 
idents and a review of the court documents, Kaufman and 
his group uncovered secrets in Laramie, forcing the com- 
munity to rethink its values. 

Many wondered how the murderers could have come 
out of their town. Rather than merely tell the story of the 
murder, Kaufman analyzes American attitudes and their 
effect on society in his extremely well written play. 

The play is fantastic, thanks mostly to the wonderfully 
subtle direction and acting. The director, Sacramento 
State theater professor Robert Smart, has made the pro- 
duction a simple success. The set design by Richard 
Stockton is a lesson in simplicity, and perfectly fits the 
silently passionate play with just a few tables and chairs. 

The acting is the best part of the production, though. 
The cast works extremely well together, with no one 
person overshadowing another. The actors are able to 
shoulder the stress of playing several characters each, and 
their marvelous ability to become another person by, for 
example, tying a scarf around the waist, just makes the 
play that much better. Their subtle performances truly 
make the play the masterpiece that it is. Smart obvious- 
ly worked hard to assemble some of the best actors at Sac 
State. 

This play is one well-rounded production that truly 
lives up to the hype. 

"The Laramie Project" continues in the Playwrights 
Theatre until Oct. 20. Tickets are $13 for the general 
public and $8 for students, senior citizens and alumni.

Who’s Lou Barlow?

Lou Barlow is indie-folk-pop 
at its finest. He has played with 
Cake, The Flaming Lips and The 
Foo Fighters to name a few - but 
most people have never heard of 
him. Despite nearly two decades 
of making music, which critics 
have called the most prolific of his 
generation, the closest he ever 
came to mainstream fame was with 
Folk Implosion's 1995 “Kids” 
soundtrack. 

In addition to fronting Folk Im- 
plosion, Barlow still serves as 50 
percent of Sebadoh and 100 per- 
cent of his solo project, Sentridoh. 

Armed only with two old, beat- 
up guitars (one of which was miss- 
ing two strings), Barlow wooed a

(see review, placement). 

Fresno 4-piece Earlimart 
opened the show with a sound like 
Radiohead meets Portishead meets 
Sonic Youth. Listening to their grit-
